REMARKS 

Claims 1-8, 11-17, 19-20, 22, 24, 28-31 and 33-34 are pending in the present application. 
By this Amendment, claims 8, 11, 17, 19, 20, 28, 33 and 34 are amended and claims 9-10, 18, 21, 
25-27 and 32 are canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. Various amendments are made to the 
claims for clarity, and are unrelated to issues of patentability. 

The Office Action objects to claims 20, 28-31 and 34 because of informalities. It is 
respectfully submitted that the above amendments obviate the grounds for objection. 
Withdrawal of the objection is respectfully requested. 

Applicant gratefully acknowledges the Office Action's indication that claims 1-7 and 28 
are allowed and that claims 10-16, 18, 19, 21, 22 and 33 contain allowable subject matter. 

By this Amendment, independent claim 8 is amended to include features of dependent 
claim 9 and allowable dependent claim 10, allowable dependent claim 11 is rewritten in 
independent form and independent claim 17 is amended to include allowable features of 
dependent claim 18. Further, independent claim 20 is amended to include allowable features of 
dependent claim 21 and allowable dependent claim 33 is rewritten in independent form. Thus, 
each of independent claims 1, 8, 11, 17, 20 and 33 defines patentable subject matter. 

Each of the dependent claims depends from one of the independent claims and therefore 
defines patentable subject matter at least for this reason. In addition, the dependent claims recite 
features that further and independently distinguish over the applied references.

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that the application is in condition 
for allowance. Favorable consideration and prompt allowance of claims 1-8, 11-17, 19-20, 22, 
24, 28-31 and 33-34 are earnestly solicited.
